BOARDS CANNOT ACT 


AS LAW IS CHANGED 


FIRE AND POLICE COMMISSION 


ADMIT IT. 


Oshkosh Ruling of Interest to All Cit. 


ies Under the Civil Service Law— 
Statute Changed By the Revisors— 
Fight On 
the 
Slot 
Machines 


Ends. 


The slot machine agitation at Osh- 


kosh has developed knowledge as to the 
rights and powers of police boards that 
is of importance to every city in the 
state affected by the civil service law. 
It is that fire and police boards have no 


• authority in the matter of enforcing the 
law, but'that their jurisdiction relates 
simply to the matter oE filling vacancies 
and making appointments. 
It was the 


discovery of this state of affairs that 
has compelled the local fire and police 
board to abandon its fight on the slot 
machine and resign all pretensions to 
jurisdiction in favor of the mayor. 


The Hoard's Statement. 


The board in a communication for- 


mally announcing its position says 
"The law which we were acting undei 
we find has been repealed, and a substi,- 
tute adopted and went into .effect Sep- 
tember 1, 1898. 
"We cheerfully accept 


the situation and leave the enforcement 
.of the laws and ordinances in the hands 
.of the mayor, who is responsible under 
•the law to the people. 
We had under 


consideration the matter of making 
rules and regulations for the government 
of the police and fire department, but as 
we have no power to enforce any rules 
we may make, we will proceed no furth- 
er. 
"We will not meet again for" the 


present unless you wish the board called 
together for some especial purpose."

The explanation is that the civil sen- 


ice law as originally passed nearly two 
years ago conferred extensive powers on 
fire and police boards and charged them 
practically with the discipline of the 
city. But when the statutes came to be 
revised-and published these important 
provisions were'omitted and the revised 
statutes that went into effect Sept. 1 
last confine the province of these boards 
simply to the matter of appointments. 
The result in this city as far as slot ma- 
•chines are concerned will probably be 
that the machines will be under certain 
restrictions allowed to remain, but that 
a license in some form will be levied.

Jaucsville Aesculapians Have Good Luck

Drs. G. G. Chit tendon, K. E. Powell 


and E. W. Edden returned yesterday 
from their deer hunting 'trip in the vi- 
cinity of Medt'ord, Clark county, twenty 
miles from nuy railroad line. They 
killed six deer during their two weeks' 
absence, and brought them all home. 


Under the new law each member of 


the party was obliged to take out a li- 
cense which entitled them to kill two 
deer.

5620 and required him to obey the law 
as the manner of hunting deer. One 
dollar was exacted as a license fee from 
each member of the party, and a ten- 
cent revenue stamp was affixed.

This is said to 
be the deepest sounding ever made, 
and is so deep that the two highest 
mountains in Japan, placed one over 
the other in this abyss, would, leave 
the summit of the upper one two-thirds 
of a rp.ile below the surface of the wa- 
ter.

me?" But Cunningham only "sized 
up" the chief's stalwart form and said 
nothing.

Madrid, Nov. 14.—The Spanish gov- 


ernment has intimated to various for- 
eign ambassadors that it expent.K to 
be compelled to relinquish sovereign- 
ty over the Philippines. 


These intimations were given in re- 


sponse to inquiries as to the purport 
of the visit of Emperor .William to 
certain Spanish ports. 


The Spanish ca'binet affects to at- 


tach little importance to the visit of 
th* German emperor. 


Climax of Peace Negotiation*. 


London, Nov. ]4.—The 
dispatches 


from Paris agree in stating that the 
peace negotiations have 
reached 
a 


climax. They repeat that French sym- 
pathy is all for Spain, which, how- 
ever, is advised to submit, as it is 
foolish to expect assistance from Eu- 
rope. 


Spain's exaggeration of. the signifi- 


cance of Emperor William's visit to 
Cartagena or Cadiz has resulted in an 
emphatic declaration from Berlin that 
his majesty will travel absolutely in- 
cognito, and that it is not likely that 
he will land on Spanish soil. 


Tie Haras news agency has com- 


municated to the French press a state- 
ment that Germany, in the emperor's 
absence, confines herself to the 
de- 


fense of her commercial interests in 
the Philippines, but there would pos- 
sibly be a change in her attitude as 
soon as his majesty returns to Ber- 
lin, 
y 


The National Zeitung of Berlin pro- 


tests against this statement and says 
that its object is to awaken mistrust 
-of Germany in the mind of the govern- 
ment of the United'States. 


This incident is typical of the con- 


tinental intrigue which is willing to 
wound, yet is afraid to strike. Each 
country wishes the other to initiate 
measures for preventing the entrance 
of the United States as a power 
in 


Asia. 


Knrop» FexrH to Meilille. 


The Times, commenting on the situa- 


tion, declares that certain continental 
powers would have wished to interfere 
in favor of Spain, but were afraid to do 
so, and says: 


"Spain cannot be surprised at the in- 


timation that discussion of the ques- 
tion of the cession of the Philippines 
must end this week. The American 
government and people are the sole 
judges of what Is fitting to exact from 
America's vanquished foe. 


"We would rather see the Philippines 


In the hands of the Americans than In 
those of any European power. Their 
acquisition marks the emergence of the 
United States from the isolated posi- 
tion they have hitherto occupied, and 
places them in line with the other Eng- 
lish-speaking communities as import- 
ant factors in the politics of the world. 


"The Americans are probably aware 


that, had the enterprise seemed safer, 
the intentions of Russia and some oth- 
er powers might have covered inter- 
ference with the American arrange- 
ments for following up the war. 


"However, we may take it that such 


Interference is no longer contemplated, 
and the coveted station in the Pacific 
will pass quietly into the hands of the 
United States." 


Will Take All Philippines. 


Washington, Nov. 14.—The report 


published in New York Sunday that 
the president has decided to ask Spain 
to relinquish only a part of the Philip- 
pines is laughed at as most ridiculous 
by members of the cabinet. What its 
purpose was is not clear, unless it is a 
part of another effort 
to 
encourage 


Spain to hold out and compel the re- 
sumption of hostilities. 


There has been no attempt to dis- 


guise the purpose of the administration 
to keep the whole archipelago, or that 
the instructions sent to Paris several 
weeks ago were explicit on that point. 
The instructions sent Saturday were in 
the effect that this question could nol 
much longer be considered one for ne- 
gotiations, that Spain must concede 
that point and proceed to the consider- 
ation of the arrangements by which 
the transfer should be made.

It is said 
tire necessary funds will be procured 
by the placing of a blanket mortgage 
oh all of the Central Pacific's proper- 
ties in a sufficient sum to retire not 
only the government's lien, but dhe 
entire first mortgages.

ment obligation amounts to $59,000,- 
000. 
Other bonds raise the total debt 


to $118,000,000, but the company feaa 
$13-,000,000, which leaves $105,000,000

Of inquiry has been transformed from 
the original purpose of investigating 
the responsibility for a mishap to that 
of locating the culpability for a pro- 
posed crippling of the vessel, which all 
but sent it to the bottom. 
' A man who is in a position to know 


the truth, but the revelation of whose 
names would work him great injury, 
tells this story: 


"As soon as the Buffalo cast anchor 


here an examination of the machinery 
•was made and an appaling condition 
•was revealed. 


"There was evidence that the sea 


valve had been tampered with, and a 
Bailor's 'ditty bag 'was found stuffed 
in one of the condensers, rendering it 
practically useless. 


"There is no doubt that the cruiser 


had a narrow escape at sea, and there 
is reason to believe that the dissatis- 
factio nof the crew ha.d much to do 
•with the alleged accident. The sailors 
are known to have held the Buffalo in 
abhorrence and to have referred to it 
frequently as 'hell ship.' " 


Buffalo rurpoxnly C'rlppled. 


Ne%v York, Nov. 14.—It is believed 


by many at the New York navy yard 
that the condition of the Buffalo may 
be traced to some of its engineers, who 
are said to have objected to the trip to 
Manila on the ground that they were 
enlisted for only one year, and that the 
proposed expedition meant a service of 
three years longer. When the Buffalo 
was ordered to sea 198 of the crew 
"Jumped ship."
